Claim 1 is directed to a method of reinstating a pole by abutting an inner surface of a sleeve of a bridging beam against 
an outer surface of the pole wherein the special technical feature is considered to be "securing the bridging beam to 
the pole by strapping surrounding the pole held in place with respect to the pole by the locating members". 

Claim 1 1 is directed to a bridging beam for reinstating a pole (but not limited to the method claimed in claim 1) 
wherein the special technical feature is considered to be "an elongate longitudinally extending raised portion of the 
sleeve forming a channel shaped cavity, a brace shaped so as to generally fit snugly, in the channel shaped cavity and 
securement means for removably securing the brace within the cavity" 

Since the abovementioned independent claims do not share either of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist Accordingly the international 
application does not relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept
